B.L. Ehle and I. Barrodale (Mathematics) 
attended the International Federation for 
Information Processing Congress in Ljubljana, 
Yugoslavia, from Aug. 23-28. This year's 
congress, which is held once every three 
years, was attended by approximately 3,000 
delegates from 45 countries. Dr. Ehle also 
visited the University of Dundee, Scotland, 
to discuss problems in the numerical solution 
of differential equations at a meeting of 
Numerical Analysts which preceded the IFIP 
meeting.

The Department of Linguistics is pleased to 
announce that Dr. Thomas E. Hukari has been 
appointed to the faculty as a visiting Assist¬ 
ant Professor for the current year. Dr. Hukari, 
who replaces Dr. James E. Hoard, recently 
appointed to U.B.C., will teach General Ling¬ 
uistics, Morphology and Syntax, and will conduct 
research on Amerindian languages.
